I am writing this letter to help 
clarify “Public Notice of By-Law as 
published in your paper on Dec. 18, 
1958. 

As we are nearing the time of the 
annual meeting for the Municipal 
District of Mountain View No. 49, 
and more interest is being taken in 
municipal affairs, it appears that 
the notice of this “by-law” was not 
even read by many. As ten per 
cent of the proprietary electors 
failed to petition the council to 
submit such a by-law to the vote 
of the proprietary electors the coun- 
cil thought fit to pass the by-law. 

In the past, we are all aware 
that a candidate for councillor was 
elected only by the electors in his 
division. 

If the general vote is used 4 can- 
didate might get 90 per cent of the 
yotes in his division and yet be 
voted out by electors who did not 
know him, who lived in remote 
divisions of the municipality. 

Likewise, a councillor could be 
retained against the vote of his 
divisional electors; also the cost of 
holding elections will treble as com- 
pared to an election with divisional 
yoters only. 

If 10 per cent of the proprietary 
electors ask for a plebiscite on the 
by-law the electorscan have a say 
in this important matter. 

I trust this letter will arouse in- 
terest so that each elector will give 
this by-law of voting at large for 
councillors their careful considera- 
tion.

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD FULCHER 
District Agriculturist 


The cost of producing and put- 
ting a hog on the market can vary 
greatly. In many cases little fin- 
ancia] returns are obtained while in 
other cases satisfactory profits are 
realized. The type of pig, the feed- 
ing program, the market condition 
all effect the monetary returns. 

An item which has a large effect 
and can often be improved by good 
management is the number of 
weaned pigs per litter. When you 
consider a sow will consume about 
jsixty bushels of grain in a year 
it is quite a charge against each 
pig she raises. If the litter is 
small the charge per pig is natur- 
‘ally higher, this feed cost combined 
with other items of labor, buildings, 
breeding stock, etc., makes it im- 
parative to get satisfactory litters 
if profit is to be obtained, 

Pregnant sows should be well fed, 
provide a good balance ration, this 
will require mineral and protein 
supplementation. The sows should 
have comfortable quarters and 
should be forced to exercise by 
feeding some distance from their 
sleeping pens during their preg- 
nancy, 

Many litters are small and weak, 
some complete losses from lack of 
jodine in the sow’s feed. This 
shows up in young pigs as weak, 
small unthriftyness and in severe 
cases hairlessness., There is no 
cure, prevention is a simple matter, 
it is the feeding of potassium io- 
dine. The procedure is to feed pot-

Frequently it is my privilege to 
discuss the subject of soil enrich- 
ment through the use of sweet 
clover, with many farmers. More 
and more of this legume is being 
seeded on our district farms. The 
crop can either be plowed under as 
a green manure, or else it can 
first be hayed, allowed to make re- 
growth, and plowed down later in 
the season. Good as this practice 
is, there is also a draw-back. 

Sweet clover weevils have in many 
instances posed a serious threat to 
the growing of sweet clover, These 
little insects feed only on the sweet 
clover plants and usually become 
active on the first warm day of 
spring just as soon as the clover 
plant begins to emerge from the 
ground.
